Miss Powers was disappointed that there should have been 


a falling off in the attendance of day pupils,I am inclined to think 


that it is due to two changes,which were made while we ere in America, 


ob? 


one an increase in the charge for tuitiom and the other an overstrict 


requirement that every pupil in a form must absolutely reach a certain 

standard or be put back a year;both these inovations were in the inter- 

est of advance ,but illtimed;with our knowedge of how much pressure the 


people would stand,we recommended a more lenient course,but the ladies 


felt sure of their ground and pushed ahead with the result I have ment 

@tioned. The school year is now closed and every-erne-has scattered for 
vacation,let us see what the new year will bring;Miss Allen expects to 


| return a t the beginning of the term,she had hoped to spend the year in 


. touring,both for the sake of her health and because she felt there was 
j an opening for greaeter usefulness in that direction;plans for finding 


me temporary associate for Miss Powers however failed and on this

account she has decided to return at that time. 
Theoretically the union of Cons'ple anf} Broussa may appear a very 
good thing,but practically I fail to see its advantages;four or more 


days a month of my time are taken up with Com.ad interim mectings and 


thus far the time of three missionaries for thirteen days,say 59 days’ 


work have been required for the meetings of our joint committee of miss- 


ionaries and natives and not a single change has been made in the ad- 


ministration of the outstations,either as to the native helpers em ploy- | 


ed or as to the amount of assistance rendered . There has been a good 


deal of talk,not all of it edifying,and a feeling of independence and 
importance has been developed im the natives out of all proportion to 
any former interest in or present knowledge of the field and its needs, : 
Though in our West Broussa home we seem a little far from the com- : 
munity ,still this does not deter friends from calling on us and,with a 
great many livery carriages always waiting in the streets,Mrs.B.anéd I 
find it easy to reach the other side for calls on members of the con- 
gregation and for our work in the Sabbath school,which we continue as 
usual;so far we have lost but two or three sundays through the inclemen - | 


cy of the weather,which we already knew would keep others away as well 


as ourselves. Besides my visits to ConsPle,I have made one tour each te . 
Sandcr ma and Mouhalich and two each to Yenijeh and Soloz;at the latter 
place the attehtion of the people centers on the building of a new 


Church building and as is usual in such cases it falls to me to draw 


the plans;this is not so difficult as it was before I had had experience

in such matters,it is however getting to be quite an old story with me 


and Dr.Patrick is very anxious that I should serve on the committecof 
construction for their new College building. 

Considerable time and thought have been given to the question of 
housing our Girls'School;unless the school should grow rapidly of 
which we do not see any great prospect as yet,we would regard the pres- 
ent accommodations as fairly adequate;the ladies however do not So re- 
gard the matter and are very anxious to spread out;this is already mane 
fest from the increased estimates,which have been put in for the work, 

You Goubtless know that the Girls'School is occépyiny what was the 
Boys'School and Pastor's residence at the time of your visit to these 
parts;we pay rent for this as the building belongs to a native Educa- 
tional committee and in this way help sustain the Boys'School, 

For tivo years the native community have so to speak had High School 
on the brain,they have a desire to advance the grade of their school 
until it shall rank with the Bardizag High School;it seems to me that 
this is a forlorn hope,as the mission does not encourage them in this | 
line but is trying ineffectually to discourage them and as there is no 
thought on the part of the community themselves to help financially,pbut 
only an unfounded expectation that from some part of the Christian 
world (Messrs Carnegie Rockefeller & Co)money will pour in to supply 
this need, The advocates of the scheme are over sanguine and at the 
Same time impatient with any one(especially the missioary)who is not 


ready to approve of the enterprise and work in every way for its accom= 


plihment. Miss powers has gone much farther in this direction than I 


have seen my way clear to Go and it was a great disappointment to her

that th e Com ad Interimlast week Gid not approve of a proposition 


which she had engineered,for giving the Boys'School committee four yeas’ 


advance remt(Lt.200) to enable them to buy a building adjoining proper- 
ty which the community own and now use for their Boys'School. This was 
in furtherance of the scheme to which I have referred above and,while 
called *“advance rent"®,was really intended to clinch the question of pur 
chase and be a first payment on account. Though the ladies heartily 
fayor this plan,others(myself included)do not consider it advisable,

partly on account of location,distant from Armenian center,partly be- 


cause the building is not very substantially constructed and is getting 
old(built in 1872),partly because it is almost surrounded by Catholic 
institutionsand because after all it is ina dequate,at least the ladies 
so regard it, to the demands of the workand would require large expend- 
itures for additional ground,buildings and repairs.

Wiggin your "case" was repeatedly referred to by him and the statement 
was made that the Prudential Gommittee would expect some further re- 


port from our committees, showing the extent to which its recommendation 


had been carried out" ,all of which was news to me as I had never had 


any intimation that anything of the kind was expected,I deem it advisa- 
ble to make that report to you direttly and hot have it reach you se- 


condhand, I take it for granted that you have read the correspond- 


ence of 1904 or will do 60 NoW,60 I will not repeat it save to reaffirm 
that I have never engaged in any business enterprise except as an *in- 
vestment of my own private means and until the report of the sub-com- 
aittee of the Prud.Com.I never dreamed that such an investment was not. 


mS logitimate for me here as if made in Western lands in America or i 
in S.African Stocks. I had hoped that by this time or before I might

be in such a financial positionthat,like my sisters ,we might no longer

pased om the ruling of the Sub-Com.of the Prud.@Com.,has however occa- 
sioned the loss of hundreds of potunds and has interfered seriously with 
the carrying out of our plan. I do mot wish however now to open any 
discussion of the subject and pass on to answer the questios without re 
veating the questions themselves which you will have before you, 

(1) A&B s00n as possible after my returmm from America I sold out to 
ir, Shahangirian my “Chafak" (CHafak is the name of the magazine )busi- 


ness,taking five notes from him to be cancelled by weekly payments; two 


of the notes and part of the third (amounting to nearly half of the in- 
debtedness have been cancelled in this way. 

(2) I have never had any business connection with Mr.Dinguilian or 
received a cent from him in interest or in any other way. I stated to 
the Com.ad Int.that I had loaned him as a friend the sum of £150 stg; 


this sum he is refunding in small weekly payments. 


(3) Mr.Dinguiliam began his business in the massacre times and ,as 
a protection to him and the money I had loaned him,the business was re-~ 
Sistered before the gave manent in my name. The unfortunate fire of 
April last brought this official record to light. My only connection 
with this business is the official one and I have had absolutely noth- 
ing to do with the management of the business,no responsibility for any 


of its debts and no share in either profit or loss,

(4) I have never had any business relations with Rev.Hagop der 
Stepanian either while in Yenije or since he left there. 

(5) In 1902-3 I became security for a Yenije brother,as an accomo- 
dation,and with absolutely no condition of advantage to myself;the bro- 
ther failed and I paid the loss and hold his note for th- same, Apart 
fron this I have no financial relations of a personal character with 
either the Yenije church or any of its people. 

(6) Not in any way. Iowa cocooery which is rented for the 
storing of cocoons. 

(7) The mulberry gardens are rented outright for cash;I have no 


share in the products nor do I direct in any way or to any extemt the 
work of raising and selling cocoons.

(9) I have made loans both before and since 1904 ,but as the matter 
is one of principle and not of amount,I see no need of going into de- 
tail beyond what has been said above. 

(10) The only increase of investment since 1904 is about one acre 
of mulberry garden adjoining those I already possessed at an expense of 
65 liras. 

I trust the above answers will be a satisfactory statement of what 
lir.Wiggin calls my "case" and,whether satisfactory or not they are the 
facts about which I may be presumed to have as good information as

You will recall that in October 1904, after you returned from 
America yOu were with us at a metting of the Committees ad Interim «when the 
action of the Pru.Com. in regard to the statement that you ware engaged in 
comercial business was read and that that action laid upon the Committees ad 
Interim csrtain responsibilities in regard to the case. You made 4 state- 
mont to our meeting at that time which a#as considerad for the time to be 
satisfactoryang the Committee ad Interim bas since taken no further action, 


You have not, as far as ae Know, made any report sither officially or private- 
ly to the members of the committee in regard to the progress you have made in 
fulfilling the recommendations of the Pru.Com. None of us have any informa- 
tion on ahich we can form a judgment in regard to the trath of raports that 
ontinue to reach us from time to time stating that business enterprises 
interfere with your best influence as a missionary. Statements to this 
effect have been made not alone by natives, tut by foreigners as well, trot 
only by those ahom we have been accustomed to consider as opposed to you 
but by those who hold a friendly or wholly a neutral position towards you 
and by such as have shown an interest and friendliness towards our sork, 
During the late visit of ‘r.Wiggin, your cxse was repeatedly referred to by 
tim and the statement was made thats the Prudential Committee would expect 
some further report from aur committec showing the extent to which its 
recommendations had been carried out. 

We think you should take us into your confidence so far as to give 
us a fair idea of exactly what you are doing in the line referred to in order 
that we may reply intelligently and rightly to such reports and statements 
as we have referred to above.

A letter of July 24th, bearing your signatures reached me 

Kednegsday morning and by the same: day’s post I wrote Dr.Barton, enclosing 
the original list of questions and my answers to the sane, I now send to you 
a copy of the answers given and a further extract fron my letter, which will 
put you in possessior of the information you desire. 

(1) As soon as rossible after my return from America I sold 
out to Mr.Shahangiriar my “Chafak” (Chafak is the name of the magazine) 
busiress taking five notes from him to be cancelled by weekly payments; two 
of the notes and a part of the third (amounting to nearly half of the indebt- 
edness) have been cancelled in this way 


(2) | have never had any business connection with kr.Cinguilian or 
received a cent from him in interest or in any cther way. I stated to the 
Con. ad Int. that I had loaned kim as a friend the sum of £150 sty. this sum 
he is rcfunding in small weekly payments. 

(2) Wr.Dinguilian began his business in the massacre times and, as 
2 protection to him and to the money I had loaned him, the business was 
registered before the government in my name. The unfortunate fire of April 
last brought this official reccrd to light. My Only connection with this 
business ig the official one and I have had atsolutely nothing to do with the 
management of the business, no responsibility for any cof its debts and no 
share in either profit or loss. 

(4) I have never had any business relations with Rev.Hagop der 
Stepanian either while in Yenije or since he left there. 

(5) In 1902-2 I became security for a Yenije brother as an accommo- 
dation and with absolutely no condition of advantage to myself; the brother 
failed and I paic the loss and hold his note for the same. 

Apart from this I have no financial relations of a personal 
character with either the Yenije church or any of its people.

(6) Not in any way. I own a cocoonery which is rented for the storing of 
coccons. 

(7) The mulberry gardens are rented outright for cash; I have no share in 
share in the products nor do I direct in any way or to any extent the sork 


of raising and selling coccons.

(9) I have made loans toth before and since 1904, but, as the matter 
is one of principle and not of amount, I see no need of going into detail beyon 
what has been said atove. | 

10) The only increase of investment since 1904 is atout one acre cf mulber- 
ry garden, adjoining those I already possessed, at an exvense of 65 liras. 

“I trust the above answers «ill be a satisfactory statement of shat 
ve.Wiggin calls my “case” and ahether satisfactory or not, they are the facts 
about which I may be presumed to have as good information as natives or 
forsigners, who have made false statements either unknowingly or intentionably 
on purpose to injure me. So much for the past, now as to the fature. It 
is“*strange coincidence that this letter and list of questions have come at a 
time wher I am being forced by circumstances wholly beyond my contrcl and 
atolly unexpected and unsought into a new connection. In the answer to the 
first question I gave the actual state of the case today; by next week 
there will in all probatility be a change. The American crisis, which has 
affected business ail over the world, has also brought ruin to many business 
enterprises in Broussa and since February 1908 xr.Shahangirian has been 
Unable to continue his aeekly payments and, through inability to meet 
his notes, he is arranging to withdraw and turn the business back to me. 

For my own protection I am forcedto accept it until I can make some naa 
arrangenent: this does not necessarily imply that I will personally assume 
the management, I shall of course find some one to take Wr.S’s place, but the 
fact remains that there is an unavoidable interruption in carrying out the — 
plan originally formed by which in a little over a year from now the whole 
business would have been finished and my connection with it aould have 
ceasad”, Refore closing let me say that I should have most cheerfully have 
given any of you information as to how matters were progressing if you had 
ever indicated a desire to know. |

"on the brain&"to such an extent that I have had no heart for any thing 


else,but of this matter I will communicate with Mr. Wiggin. 


Mr Me Naughton left us ebout the last of June,just at the close 
of a prosperous school year,and we have heard from them occasionally, 


end are glad to know that they are in a condition to enjoy their fur- 


ough, having g00d health and pleasant circumstances. 

Mr.Maclachlen is full of care with his school,which is full,and 
prosperous, There seems no longer to be any question that the school 
has secured the confidence of the people to such a degree, that has plan 
for enlargement will not be premature. So we hope,though the future is 
aleays somewhat problematic. The Girls'school is also doing a good work, 
though there seems to be little if any progress in the direction of 
self-support. Miss.Platt is proving a valuable addition to its teach- 


ing force,also her well trained voice, and her skill in using it is 


proving a great help to our Armenian congregation in the service of sorg 
by her weekly lessons in singing to a large company of young people. 


The Kindergarten is enjoying its usual prosperity,though it nunm- 


bers at present only 47.

Bur- 
rage, and Cesarea is too far in the interior for many to go to her, 
and now I learn that she will leave for a furlough in the Spring. 

We had thought that perhaps an itinerent training-class might work to 
advantage,but thus far we fail to find a Kindergartner for any service 


What we need is a mature,sensible,well-trained,Christian kinder- 


gartner,whose heart shall be in the work. Such ateacher ,qualified to 
take up the work of training others,aided by Nellie in the way of trans- 


lation,might begin work at once,and would be a very great blesséng to 
this Kindergarten system,so successfully introduced,and so prosperously. 
continued thus far. You mey well imagine that the present prospects 
of the Kindergarten in Turkey,is a matter of much grief to Nellie, after 
what she has done for it.

As to "enlarged valuation and increase in taxes" we have made a vigor- 
ous protest through the American and Brittish Consulates,and we are very 
hopeful of success,and I hope in a fev days,to be able to inform you of 
the result. Thus far,you have never required us to put expenses for taxes 
and insurance into the estimates,so far as I know,and it was a great shock 
te us, when the whole batch was charged back to us, from our last June S.A. 
accounteSince that we have made another payment,but as I had¥learned from 
a very ambarrassing experience,that we had no authority to charge any 


thing of this kind,I kept them back. Had you informed us a year beforehand, 


we should,at least,have been saved the chagrin of having our gharges sent 
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back to us. As i$ is,I am still waiting to know whether they have yet 
been accepted. Mr. Wiggin requested me to report how much was for the W.  58V 
and how much for the Am.Bd.which I did. He then asked me to secure the app- 


roval of the Comead Int.eand they approved "on condition that it does not 
touch the appropriations for 1900. | 

Please excuse the inquiby,but are we to understand that our appropria- 
tions,not exceeding what we have rec'd from the Board for the last few yrs, 
are expected to cover our expenses for taxes and insurance? If so then we 
are ina sad fix. We have an annual ?xpense for taxes.on the Smyrna proper 
ty alone,of neerly 56.L.T.and a small sum for property in the out-stations, 
also some 20.LeTefor insurance. The whole bill for taxes and insurance in 
the Smyrna station is about s@ubeGci, 80.L.T.and if this sum is to come 
out of our regular appropriations(unless they are materially increased)it 
means a ruinous retrenchment on the work we have in hand,as you will waite 
ly see. Then again there is the matter of repairs. Here is a large plant, 
and some of the buildings are old,and to save the property frpm rapid de- 
terioration,annual repairs must be made,and no very smell sum will suffice. 

Of course it is for the Board to decide whether the property shall be | 
insured or repaired,and if they will decide _ inform us,we will act ac-- 


cordingly,but we can see no way of avoiding the taxes,except to secure a 


"firman"from the Government,a thing,I suspect,not very easy to accomplish. 


We had a heavy bill foy repairs last summer,which were absolutely necessa- 


ry,and we hope some way will be found to meet these expenses for taxes,ins 
surance,and repairs,without compelling us to ruinous retrenchment.

Your favor of the 20th April is just receiv¥d and though I 

dislike upon your precious time,I am constrained to say a few words in re- 

gerd to the question of taxes ahd insurance. I understand your request that 

these expenses be presented in the regular estimates,though we have never 

been asked to do so before,and knew not that it was required,until we found 

a large bill charged back upon us,without any word of warning. We are thank- 

ful that the W.B.M.ehave accepted their share of this charge,but the balance 


of it still lies against us,as Mr.Heizer informs me that there is no money 


in the Bent Fund to cover it. 


We see the best of reasons for putting these items into the estimates, 


if we can hope that the appropriations will be sufficient to cover them, 


without diminishing the sum absolutely required for the work we have in 
hand. We have but few out-stations,but those few we ought not to abandon, 
without the best of reasons,and would it be ( in the gyes of the people), 

a sufficient reason'for abandoning one or two out dtations, that we need the 
money we have been expending for them,to pay a taxes-and insurance on 

the Board's property,located mostly in Smyrna? For one I should be very 


reluctant to give them such a reason for such a step,for I think they would 


fail to appreciate it When the time came for them to be left as sheep with- 
out a shepherd. I do not know that I have told you that our annual expense 


for taxes is between 50-and 60.L.T.and for insurance,about 37.L.Teand in 
this respect ,I suppose we are an exceptbont ;that no other station(except pos- 


sibly Const'ple)has so large an expense for these items. If,then the Smyrne. 
station be an exception in this regard,meay not an exceptional course be 


taken,to save us from a disaster which otherwise seems immenent?

that we are to have larger appropriations in the future.May we not be disap- 
pointed. Did I write you that our preaching service in Afion Kara Hissar 
has recently been suspended,by order of the local @overnor? The reason ¢g 
given is that they have no church with a firman,end no seperately organized 


Protestant Community. But the same is true of a large number of places 


where the gospel hes been preached for many years. Our Protestant Head-man 


in Const'ple has taken the matter in hand,with what success remains to be se 
seen. This may be the forerunner of other prohibitions,by which our’ work 


would be greatly crippled.We shall see. 


We are glad that you have at length had the opportunity of reminding 


your associates of the "@abinet" " that a kindergartner was very greatly 
needed in the Western Turkey Mission" a fact which we have supposed was 


well understood by the ladies of the W.B.M. for the last two years. 


Mr.McNaughton has found a lady residing near Chicago,who was well recom- 


mended to him,and of whom he expressed much hope that she might be secured, 


and MisseNellie has written to her,and to the — the W.B.M.in Chicago, 
and is now awaiting a reply. om

Dear Dr. Smith, 
Your Favor of Apr.8th,presenting Pres.Capen's 


inquiries respecting the needs of the Lord's work in the Smyrna field, 


has lain too long unanswered,and indeed, it seems very difficult to give 
any satisfactory reply. 

The Smyrna Station field comprises a territory,some 40000.sq.miles in 
extent,with a population, Jewish,Turkish,Greek,and Armenian,of more than 
5000000.souls,the population of Smyrna alone being estimated at upwards 
of 300000. Though this field has long been occupied,to some extent by miutb 


missionary laborers,only a few places have thus far been brought under 


cultivation;indeed we have only begun the work which presents itself with 
great urgency,inviting the laborer to gather in the narvest. 

In this extensive field there is a very large number of cities, towns, 
and villages,whose people are living,practically, without the gospel,for, 
not to speak of Mohamedans and Jews,these Oriental Christian churches, 
while they maintain certain forms of worship,are almost wholly without 
spiritual life, and furnish little spiritual help to their. adherents. 


Now,if from a missionary stand-point,we attempt te estimate the «e- 


needs of the field,our estimate will be far beyond any figure which the 
constituents will be willing te accept,or even to believe. 
Besides the work in the city of Smyrna we have been trying to occupy 


Ob.

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six outestations,comprising a population of some 250000.souls,and on this 
work we ape expending,annually,about L.T.360.of which a considerable sum 
comes from sources outside the Board.Properly to supply these places with 


preachers,schools,and Bible women would require about L.T.455.annually, 


in addition to what we are receiving from the Board. So much for the work 
only 
already in hand. Looking now,at places occupied by a nominally Christian 


population,there are doubtless,in this field ,one hundred localities where 
the gospel might be preached,and the children gathered into schools with 
reasonable hope of success, :add the towns occupied by Mohamedans alone, 
and the number would be very much larger,but this class are,at present, 
largely inaccessable to Christian effort. 

To furnish these one hundred places with a gospel preacher,a common 
school,and a Bible woman,three most important agencies in mission work, 
would cost at a low estimate,L.T.100-eper year for each place ,=10f00.L. T. 
Of this sum might be reckoned L.T. 2500.for schools,to employ 100.teach- 


ers,with 5000.children. Of course such a work must be housed,and if the 
people were Christians,and ready for seff-denying service,they might to a 


considerable extent,furnish their own churches and school buildings,but 
at the beginning,this could not be expected; let us then lay aside for 
buildings and rentals for the first year,the sum of L.T.8000. 


With this contemplated enlargement of the work, five more missionaries 


| 
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would be needed to superintend it for a time,till the management could be 


placed in native hands. These would require for their support, with fami- 
lies,a sum of not less than L.T.1250.for living in this part of the coun- 
try is more expensive than in the Centra and Bastern provinces. These 
might live in rented houses for a time,and thus avoid the extra expense of 
buildings,and as our Board has preferred to pay rentals rather than to ke® 
hold property in dwelling houses,we will add as rent for missionary resi- |

dences the sum of L.T.i5@.annually. An industrial plant in connection with 


our educational work in Smyrna,micht be of great service,involving,perhaps ~ 
150. 
at first;an expense of L.T. #@8.annually. 


We thus have a moderate estimate of LeT.20000.quite sufficient,we judge 


to answer the object of the inquiries. You ask us to open our mouth wide, 
but you do not promise to fill it. 


In conclusion we will only say that if the needed funds might be forth 
coming,and if the needed laborers could be provided,and if the Turkish 


government would not interfere with us ,in such an enlargement of the work 


we have begun,we might hope for most encouraging results.

Accordingly,on the 15th of June we left Smyrna ,by steamer,sailing via 
fonst'ple to Samsoon. Going aboard at Smyrna,we found Dr.and Mrs. Kalopo- 


tharkis from Athens ,en route for the same port,on their way to Marsovan,to

attend a meeting of the Central Evangelical Union,June 22nd,and we were glad 


to accompany them through to Marsovan,where we arrived on the evening of 


June 22nd. Here we met Dr.Farnsworth and Mrs. Fofle who had come on from 


lesarea to attend the meeting of the Union,and with them we returned to 


htér home. We were fortunate in being in Marsovan at the time of the Coll- 


‘sgse Commencement,as also’ that of the Girls'Seminary. The former graduated a 
fine class of fifteen young men,and the latter a class of eleven young la- 
lies,for all of whom,if they are ready for it,most pressing work is waiting 


in the Master's vineyard. We were much interested in the system,the divi- 


sion of labor,the spirit of cooperation,and the enthusia¥ym every where appa-

It began its sessions on Wednesday,when a few reports from the church- 
es were presented,and subsequently,after some discussion,the ordination of 


four preachers,two as pastors,and two as evangelists,was approved by the 
Union,but while much important business remained,and several addresses,yet 
to be delivered,the meeting was suddenly brought to a close by order of the 
government, for reasons not given. 

En rogute from Marsovan to Cesarea.we spent a sabbath in Yozgat,and had | 
an opportunity of addressing many new hearers,with a few friends of former 
years,but the passage of seventcen years had wrought great changes in the 
congregation. At Injirli and Alenje,out-stations of Cesarea,by spending a 
night in each place,we were able to address the people at a public meeting 
in both places,an@ were much pleased with the marked evidence of progress. 

On arriving at Talas,a suburb of Cesarea and the present residence of 
the missionary families,we accepted an invitation to join them in tenting 
out on the mountain a few miles away,and here we spent four most delightful 
weeks of rest,going down occasionally to Cesarea,Talas,and Zinjirdere for 
Sabbatw# services. This season furnished an exceptional opportunity for re- 
newed acquaintance with our former fellow laborers,to learn more particular- 
ly of their plans of work,of their trials and successes in their in—-thet» 
large missbon field. 


Surely the progress of the gospel work in the Cesarea field wwery special

both missioary and nativejand now these first occupants of the field, 
now venerable with age,still remain be rejoice in the fruits of their labors 
and to aid in promoting its further progress according to their ability, 
prefering to spend the evening of their lives among the people to whose well- 
fare they have given their warmest love and their best service,till the Mass 
ter shall call them to their reward. 

Though the Cesarea fiela as a whole presents very great cause for encour 


agement in the progress made in recent years,the out-stations naturally show 


different degrees of progress.and I can only speak of a few of those which 


we were so fortunate as to visit. In Talas a separabe church has been re- 


cently organized of members formerly belonging to the Cesarea church,and 


this church is already rej oicing in freedom from dependance on the Board, 


being able to pay the entire salary of their pastor,by whose earnest efforts, 
largely,this result has been brought about. When we left Talas in 1884. the 
gospel work had made very little impression in the upper quarter where most 
of the wealthy oe reside,in fact a spirit of hostility had been plainly 
manifest. At that time we, greatly disappointed because we were not pernit=- 
ted to erect necessary buildings in the lower quarter near our church ede- 
fice,on land which we had purchased for that purpose,buF a few years later 
a most desirable property was purchased in the upper quarter,and now,in the 
same compound,stand a large fine building for the Girls' school, two houses 
for missionaries,a large hospital which will accommodate seventy five pa- 
tients,and another building for a pharmacy and dispensary. 

Now we see that in our disappointment and perplexity,God was planning 


for His work far better than His servants were able to plan. Mettthe opposi- 
sition in the upper quarter ,to which reference was made is largely removed, 


and every Sunday,in connection with a large and flourshing Sunday-school

, congregation,often of 150-persons assemble to listen to the word,andthat 
hile the Sabbath congregation and the church Sunday-school are continued 


ith unabated interest in the lower quarter,and thus the cause of truth is 
rreatly advanced.

he power of the Word of God. Some five or six years ago a prominent, lawyer 


n the place procured fromhis priest a coppy of the New Testament,and though 


reviously perfectly indifferent,and even profligate,he became interested in 


he word,and with his wife soon began a new life.

Ak Serai was our last in the Cesarea field. Here,some eighteen months 
go a church was organized and a pastor erdained,and the prospects are most 
couraging. On a short notice the chapel was filled with attentive listen- 


rs,whom it was a great pleasure to address. This completes a hasty report 


f our visit to the Cesarea station,nine of whose outestations we were able

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to see.We are glad to have made the Journey, and to have visited so many of 
the the friends ,both missionary and native,with whom we were associated in 


christian work more than thirty years ago ,andwe hope that the three months 
of absence from our own station was time profitably spent. 

The Cesarea station field,while it is one of the largest ,mission fields 
in Turkey,is also one of the most successful,and this success must be attrib-

For this success we are thankful,and we believe that the Lord's hand is 
in it all,and that in the not distant future we shall see as we cannot now 
see,most encouraging fruit from this department of the work. We shall be in- 
terested to receive in due time,your reply to our proposel to make the"“Coll. 
Inst. for Boys,a College,which must have reached you. endorsed by the Com.ad 
Int. It hardly need be said that we are greatly pleased wéth the new acces- 
sion to our working force in the person of Miss.Halsey. It really pays to 
wait some téme for one so well qualified to fill this important position. 

We find her a thoroughly trained Kindergartner,born and reared in the 
KeG. atmosphereSapt to teachSan excellent d plinarian,winning in manner, 
always bright and cheerful,an out and out Christian,and with an earnest miss- 
ionary spirit. What more can be expected or desired in a missioary kindergart- 
ner? Her coming is a very great relief my daughter,especially in the matter 
of responsibility, which she is not able to bear as in former years. 

| The kindergarten has a larger number of pupils thanffor several years be- 

fore,and the enthusiasm of both teachers and pupils is most cheering. There 
are now more than 70.pupils,and about half of them are little tots,from thre 


years old,and in regularity of attendance they are not behind the other © 
‘schools. Yau have doubtless rec'd reports from the Boys’and Girls'schools. 
They are both of them already cramped for room,and are doing better and 
more satisfactory work year by year,for which we are very thankful,yet the 
direct evangelistic work in this field is so utterly out of proportion to 
the needspf the case ,that we have great cause for regret. You say in your 
letter "8 cannot quite escape the conviction that there ought to be a larger 
number of evangelical churches in the care of capable preachers in a large 
region round about Smyrna"and you add,"I hope this yet may came to be true?

ger of losing some of the few places we now have in hand,for we have not y

The calls for help are many and ateent™ Here in S.we have incurred a heavy b 
bill of expense on a wall to enclose our Protestant Cemetery. When I came to 
s,only a small portion of the plot which belonged to the Prot.community had 
been enclosed,but now,an exchange we have made with the Railway Co.who own 
land adjoining,(an exchange much to our advantage)has made it imperative for 
us to complete the enclosure of the whole,and this has cost about 300, dol- 
lars,which our little community is quite unable to raise without a good deal 
of help from outside. We are giving,personally,all we are able to give,and 
I have written to a few friends giving them an opportunity to aid us in this 
very impottant. enterprise. Then the head of the Prot.Community in Const'ple 
is demanding a contribution from every Prot.commnity in the country,for he 
hes business to do for them all. From the Smyrna community he demands $ 44. 
and from smaller communities accordingkly.and we have many,many calls from tht 
poor who are always with us.With all these calls and many others,adding the 
entertainment of guests,and paying our quota for the support of the gospel 
in our own parish, and we close the year with a debt,which has seemed inevit~ 
ableeBut this is not so very different from other years,for we never have 
any surplus,and it is only by careful economy that we"make the ends meet” I 
am not. complaining,for" in some way or other the Lord will provide"as He has 
always done. 

The members of the Station are all in comfortable health,and all busy 
of course,and we have reason to feel that we are not laboring in vain, 
though the véeebi visible fruit is far less than we could desire,and we pray

1 was given 
Meevery Opportunity to examine her, and as | had been consulted by her three years 

Saco it gave me the advantage of going into her case from the standpoint of an 
old friend and trusted medical attendant. 1 spent the night in her father’s 
house and was able to watch her carefully for a number of hours. I also 
talked with her many friends, and consulted with two ot her former physicians. 
These gentlemen besides giving me the past history of the case, cordially 
acreed with my prognosis and suggestions in regard to her which | have to ofter 
you. 

1 feel that it was a great misfortune that she returned to the mission 
field the last time about five years ago, as there is no doubt she never fully 
recovered from the nervous break down which caused her return to America a few 
years previous to that déte. She is now a very sick woman, and I have not 
the slightest hope of her ever recovering to an extent which will allow her to 
labor on the mission field again. I do not feel atle to endorse the suggestion 
that she be sent to Hurope for treatment with the hope of returning for 
further work, but woulda rather suggest that she return to America, where among 
friends she will receive auch better care and medical attention at very much 
less expense to the board.

TO TRAIN NURSES IN TURKEY. 


New York Methods ‘to Be Applied in 
an American Hospital in Constanti. 
nople. 


At the meeting of the board of trustees of 
the American Hospital and Training School 
for Nurses in Constantinople, Turkey, late 
yesterday afternoon in the Charities build- 
ing, the following officers were elected: 

William Ives Washburn, president; George 
Washburn, D.D., LL.D., for forty years pres. 
ident of Robert College, Constantinople. 
now residing in New York, vice-president; 
James S. H. Umsted, No. 54 Broad Street, 
New York, secretary; E. H. Baker, No. 32 
Thomas Street, New York, treasurer. 

The meeting was called to order by Dr 
c. C. Creegan of the American Board, and 
the Rev. Charles H. Richards, D.D., was 
elected chairman pro tem., and Mr. Umsted 
secretary pro item. The constitution and by- 
laws were also read, approved, and adopted. 

This American institution at Constanti- 
nople is to be a general hospital, open to 
the people of all nations—a training school 
for nurses to supply educated native girls 
with a respectable means of gaining a live- 
lihood and bettering the condition of their 
own people, and to establish branch hospi- 
tals in other cities of the empire where 
needed. In the interior of the country, 
which covers 650,000 equare miles, it is 
said there are only five or six small hospi- 
tals for about twenty millions of people. 
These hospitals, new ones to be established, 
and the mission schools and colleges, all 
need trained nurses, while the people need 
those who can teach them something about 
Sanitation and the modern methods of pre- 
veniing the spread of disease. Plague, chol- 
era, and smallpox epidemics periodically 
make their appearance, and the education 
of the people through doctors and nurses, 
it is believed, will do much to prevent the 
spread of disease through the country and 
its imporiation into Europe and America. ft 
is also thought that the new hospitals will 
help to do away with the costly and incon- 
venient quarantine system, which is so un- 
pleasant and expensive to travellers in those 
lands. 

The hospital has already been founded 
and the werk started. Now the trustees 
want to enlarge the facilities of the in- 
stitution. This can be done, it is estimated, 
with the expenditure of from $10,000 or $15,- 
000. Every step forward, the trustees say, 
will make the next step of improvement 
easier, and the support of all those char- 
itably and philanthropically inclined is ear- 
nesily invited. 

The new institution, which promises so 
much of good, is thoroughly American in 
its composition, with the headquarters of- 
tice in New York city. The president of 
the board, Dr. Washburn, is a graduate of 
Amherst College, a practising lawyer, clerk 
and trustees of the Broadway Tabernacle, 
and for many years chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the Congregational Home 
Missionary Society. The trustees are: 
Henry O. Dwight, LL.D., the Rev. Charles 
H. Richards, D.D.; George Washburn, D.D., 
L.D.; Dunham Wheeler, the Rev. Charles C. 
Creegan, D.D.; Edwin H. Baker, Ernest Ab- 
bott, James S. H. Umsted, Omar H. Car- 
rington, and John Beverley Robinson. The 
surgeon in charge is Thomias Spees Car- 
rington, M.D. Dr. Carrington was born in

I have carefully inspected 
the hospitals of Constantinople and I know that they are atsolutely unable 
to cope with the diseased among the poor of tmt city. rt is believed 
that about fifty percent of the babies born in Turkey die during their 
early life, and it has always been my aim and it is my hope that we can 
very materially reducethis mortality by training nurses who will go into 
the homes and teach tle mothers how to care for their children. 

I beg that you will place my proposition before the Prudential Com- 
mittee at once as it is of vital importance to my plans that I get the 
co-operation and help of some of my friends who expect to start for Eu- 
rope soon after the first of April.

My dear Dr. Smith:- 

In answer to your request, let me say that, at the time 
that I signed the agreement with the Prudential Committee, I under- 
stood distinctly that I was to remain a missionary of the America 
Board and that the American Board would loan my services to the 
new Board of Directors that was to be formed to mild the new 


hospital in Constantinople, It was my understanding, that, if I 
remained a missionary of the Board, the Board would pay my salary 
and travelingexpenses as they do other missionaries who return to 


| the field, I have been asked by dhe members of my Board of 


Trustees a number of times in regard to this point and I have 


always stated to them that I would personally cause them no ex- 
pense for the next two or three years. In raising the money which 
we have on hand and to others who I think intend to contribute to 
the work, one of my strongest arguments has been that the American 
Board believes so thoroughly in the work at Constantinople, that 
they were willing to lend my services to the new hospital and that 
they were paying all my expenses and intend to do s0, at least, 
until the new institution was upon its feet. There are a number 
of personal reasons why I do not feel that it would be best to ask 
our Board of Trustees to pay my expenses and refit at this time.

Dear Dr. Barton: 


Will you have the kindness to bring the matter of 
the continuance of wy salary before the Prudential Committee for 
me? While our work has had some pretty severe reverses, still we 
have built a good foundation in Constantinople. 


Through our free clinics we haves made a host of 
friends for the hospital among the natives of all nationalities. 
When we closed the hospital last spring, even the officers and 
soldiers who had been placed as a guard over us to prevent us taking 
in patients begged me not to close the building and go away. Every 
one of these soldiers, even the spy in plain clothes among them had 
become patients and were grateful and teiendsy. 


During the three years past, I have kept in close 
touch with Mrs. Marden and Miss Jones of the Gedik Pasha school, and 
have looked after the children and have been their medical adviser. 
Our frees clinics were started and carried on for the good of the 
whole work as are clinics at other Mission Stations. Our Assistant 
Physician who has done a splendid work for us, is Dr. Kazakoa, the 
gon of one of our old faithful Greek Pastors, and is highly trusted 
and respected by my Missionary Associates. The two young women I 
chose first from among those applying for entrance to the Training 
school for Nurses, were voth Protestants and were educated in our 


gschoold, one having taught at Brusa in Miss Power's school for a num- 
ber of years. 


Besides this general work for the Western Turkey 

Mission, we operated on two members of the Bulgarian Mission and thus 
saved the expense of sendins them to America. We have also been in 

almost constant correspondence with members of that Mission giving 
advice, sending medicine, and so forth. In one instance our doctors 
and nurses saved the life of one of the members of the Western Turkey 
Mission by being within a few moments oall when needed. We also oar- 
tied two members of the Constantinople Station through long seiges 


of typhoid, one through a severe case of pneumonia, and practically 
all the other members have been treated for more or less severe ill- 
nesses. 


I oall your attention to these facts for I want you to 
know that our medical work is closely interwoven with the work done 
wholly by the American Board, and it is our belief that in carryin 
out the plans of the Constantinople Station successfully, a aedieal 
adviser's services are necessary. 


Personally, I feel that it is only right that my mind should 
be free from the need of worryins over my support if I am to do "Ys hae 
to the work I have undertaken. I am very grateful and appreciate 
the way the Prudential Committee and the Officers of the American 
Board have treated me in the past, and I request that the Prudential 
Committee allow me my support for at least two years longer.

Scenes or Pillage, Arson 
and Murder Are 
Witnessed 


(By United Press.) 
SMYRNA, April 22.—Five Ameri- 
can women are in danger of being 
murdered or tortured by the Ar- 
menian fanatics at Hadjin. Miss 
mbert, one of the missionaries, 
pent a telegram today saying that 
the town was filled with the rioters 
nd that they were threatening the) 
ives of all foreigners. The mission- 
Gries at Hadjin have no means of 
protecting themselves. 

All the surrounding villages have 
been burned and a large part of 
Hadiin is now on fire. Yesterday's 
riots at Alleppo were repeated to- 
= with increased fury. 

essages from Ayas say that riot- 
ers broke into the jail there today 
and released 400 prisoners. Pillag- 
ing, rioting, robbery, arson and 
murder is genera! and the town is 
under a reign of terror. 

At Tarsus, 5,000 are homeless and 
not less than 200 have been mur- 
dered. 

Kirikan, southeast of Alexand.- 
retta, has been utterly destroyed by 
fire. 

Reliable information today indi- 
cates that vesterday’s estimate of 
10,000 dead as the result of the! 
massacres in Asia Minor was far 
too low. Some figures today show 
a probability that the number of 
victims may be nearer 20,000 than 
10,000. 

Disorders have increased and thd 
butchery and horrible maltreatment 
of defenseless victims is reported 
froma number of different points. 


SULTAN BREAKS FAITH. 
VIENNA, April 22.—The Young 
Turks are preparing to attack the 
sultan’s palace, according to private 
advices from Constantinople. Aft 
the last moment, the informan 
says, the proposed agreement be 
tween the sulian and the invaders 
was nullified.

Dear Sirte 

As an eye witness of the massacre in Adana, Asia !inor, 
in April last, I have felt considerable surprise at the lack of 
interest which that terrible disaster aroused in -ngland. An officer 
from one of the warships sent to Mersine (the sea-port of Adana) at 
that time, said that he had been in Peking during the Soxer uprising 
and later at liessina after the earthquake, but that for completeness 
of destruction and for the apparent hopelessness of the survivors he 
had seen nothing equal to this. I myself watched a building burn 
in which there were at the time nearly fifteen hpndred refugees, men, 
women and children. Those who tried to escape the flames were shot 
by unseen hands and but a handful escaped to bear witness to this 
awful holocaust. An earthquake may overthrow buildings and fire 
may break out as a result, but at least those who try to escape are 
not called upon to face the fiendish brutality of their neighbours 
and the apathy of the local authorities. And if earthquakes and fire 
spare neither sex nor age, they at least do not violate the women 
and girls before slaying them. And if the waves rushed in to add to 
the terrible destruction at Messina, they at least did not tise the 
hands of their victims before casting them into the water, and none 
stbod by to try their skill as marksmen upon every poor, etrugsling 
victim who might succeed in getting his head above water. iien'’s 
beards soaked in kerosene and then set afire! WOMON ecescccoes But 
it is all teo horrid to narrate. Well might David ory out, "Let me 
fall into the hand of the Lord, for very great are his mercies; but 
let me not fall into the hand of man." 

It will, sir, suffice my present purpose not to dwell at 
greater length upon the horrors of the massacre, but only to add a 
few figures which necessarily partake, more or less, of the nature 
of guess-work, and yet which have the authority of the british Vice- 
vonsul at Mersine in so far as he was able to estimate from what he 
saw and heard.MwI here, sir, go out of my way to express in public 
the great admiration which not only the European residemts and the 
Christians of Adana, but even the iioslems, felt for the integrity, | 
the impartiality, and above all the unequalled bravery displayed 
by the British Vice-Consul, liajor Doughty-i/ylie. And I would 
be guilty of injustice did I fail here tc mention the bravery and 
devotion in the care of the sick of rs. Doughty-\/ylie as well as 
many another act of heroism on the part of others written only in. 
God's book, but which helped greatly to brighten the record of those 
dark dava | 

It is estimated that in the two provinces where the massacre 
occurred (Adana and Aleppo) over thirty-thousand people men, women 
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and little children, were slain or died as an immediate consequence 
of the massacres, and that nearly seventy-thousand are today in 
danger of starving, while twenty-thousand of more of these lack not 
only food but a dish to put it in, a roof to cover thom, a bed to 
sleep on, and change of clothing. I have seen men who used to be 
counted wealthy but who are nor glad to get the half-loaf a day of 
dry bread from the relief fund, and whose clothes were literally 
rotting on them as they had nothing else to wear to have these 
washed. I saw a woman lying on a piece of matting in the concentra- 
tion camp (an open field), sheltered from the sun by a neighbour's 
cloak cast over a branch stuck in the ground, and holding in her 
arms her new-born babe, not twelve hours old. No doctor and no 
nurse had been near. I was the first of the helpers to imow there 
was a new baby in camp. And I gave the méther an order for a bowl of 
rice soup to add to her daily rations of bread and oil. I have 

also seen rows of little graves, thirty added as the result of one 
night's exposure in the children's measles camp. It is true that 
friends in various countries of Europe and America have sent larre 
sums, and that the Ottoman parliament also voted a large amount for 
relief work, and to all these friends the poor people of Acana and @ 
those who are working for their relief wish to express their heart- 
felt gratitude. But heretofore all the money sent has been spent 
on the spot to supply the people with food, clothing, and bedding, 
and the imneciate need is still not met though nesrly four months 
have passed. If relief is to be doled out in this fashion, it must 
needs continue until at last the people die off from exrosure and 
from lack of nourishment. if they arcever to start out anew in life 
and to become self-supporting an enormous sum will be required to 
house and clothe them and supply them with a emall capital on which 
to begiyy life for themselves, The appeal for help in this line 
cannot be made too strong. And the recent awful disaster in Mexico Bs 
should not draw attention away from Adana. There is enough money 
epent on luxuries in England and the States alone to meet over and 
again the needs of both these places. Help in the way of money or 
of clothes will be very gratefully received by "The 'riends of 
Arnenia, 47, Victoria Street} Westminster, London, S.Wef by "F.F 
Wiggin, Esq., Treasurer.

But I do not think, sir, that the average Moslem wants 


this bloodshed. He Imows it is ruining his country. I firmly belicge 
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that all the recent massacres that have occurred in Turkey have been 
fonented by the authorities and chiefly by Abdul llamid himself. I 
feel sure that the averare lioplem, if left to himself, will not go 
out of his way to rob and kill Christians, though if the opportunity 
to do so with impunity be placed in his hands, there is nothin in 
his religious or moral training to prevent. And yet I sh uld like 
to refer here to the numerous cases of licslems sheltering Christian 
friends and in scme cases protecting whole towns and villares even 
at tho risk of their own lives. The average Moslom is an easy going 
person, well content to buy his clothes of Armenian or of Jew, 
provided he is allowed to regard thom as inferiors. And the 
Armenian, provided he feels sure of his life, his property, and his 
religious freedom, is content to let the Moslem regard him as hée 
infsrior, for he reserves to himself the right to reciprocate the 
feeling. A better understanding of each other, with mutual 
admiration and a willingness to shere each other's burdens, can 


seme about only after youye of education and of the security which 
only the constitutional regime can secure, And as far as the 
armenian auesation is concerned, I an fully persuaded “hat it is 


only mutual mistrust, and no real ciashing of interests, that 
threatens the new recime; and that it would require the sacrifice 
of but little in the roliscy of the. Younr Turkey Party and in that 
of the Armenian xXevolutionary Part@s to secure perfect harmony. 
iZet me add in parentheses that the Armenian Revolutionary Parties, 
thou h preserving their old names, preserve their attitude of 
hostility only towards such things as savor of reaction.

But the establishing of verfect 
harmony and co-operation between Armenians and Young Turks will 
require more confidence in each other than, I fear, cither is willing 
at the present moment to place. The Turk well imows that the 
Arnenian has much and sood reason to hate the name of Turk. And s0 
even those of the Young Turks who have freed themselves from all 
racial and religious prejudice ( and I believe there arc many such, 
though on the other hand we must remember that many Turis are Young 
only as a matter of policy), - even the most liberal and well 
inclined Young Turks fear what the result might be of giving the 
Armenian his full share of liberty. He asks himself, wijl the 


loyalty of the Armenian to the new-born constitutional regine be 
strong enough to stand the strain of the desire to be released from 


ioslem rule, which centuries of oppression and misrule have engen- 
dered To such a question I would answer, Yes. if not on ideal 
rrounds, at least as a natter of policy the Armenian is willing to 
co-operate with the Young Turk, for he recognises the futility of 
revolution. And s0, with the exception of a few misruided agitators 
the Armenians as a race will, 1 belisve, be found loyal to the 
Ottoman flag unless goaded to revolution by fear and oppression. sut

and unreservedly handing over to the Armenian all the privileges of 
constitutinal rule@e 

And tho Arncomgian on his part has hic owm reasons for failing 
to trust his head in the Lion’s mouth, as it seems to hin to be @ 
case of doing. it is useless to te11 him the lion is tame; for he 
hae felt the lion*s teeth before. Unfortunately the Adana massacre 
has succeeded only in destroying nearly all the ccrfidence which nine 
months of constitutinal rule had generated in their hearts. Nor has 
the attitude of the Ottoman govermment cince the massacre done much 
to reestoblish that confidence. For the Young Turks at first looked 
upon the Adana affair as an Armenian revolution, misguided as they 
were by the false reports of the reactionary officials who still 
held sway in Adana and also by the fact thet the Armenien Revolutionary 
Porties, not having full corfidence in the abllity of the Young Turks 
to preserve order, oxercised perhans injudiciously the privilege 
which liberty afforded then of arming in sclf defencee And conse- 
quently tho carliest measures teken to stop the massacre consisted 
to a sreat oxtent of imprisoning such of the Armenians as had es- 
caped ceath, instead of immediately seizing and visiting with 
plary punishment the officials whose lexity, if indeed not their coe 
operation, allowed the massacresto assume such feartid and unpreceriens 
ted proportions. iIn cther rheces, and in places where more fanati- 
Sism preveils, the officiels (and in some instances a single official) 
succeed¢d in preserving order. Why was it not so in Adana? In this 
connection 1 believe it to be the bounden duty of evary true friend 
of Young Turkey to strengthen the hinds of the Ottoman gcverrment 
in cuni hing by death Djeffad key, ex-vali of Adana, if not his 
associates alsos3 or to demand nit punishment 1f 1t has not been de- 
clded upon already. Were he to escape th: fhll measure of his 
punishment, then the governors of other previnces and future govern- 
ors of the Adana province might be tempted to underestimate the 
responsibility they assume in taking offic: and thus te allow through 
laxity the rep&tition of such a massacre. One such exnmple vould 
be more calutary for the proservation of security in the future then 
the hunging or impriserment of eight hundred winor offenders. 

It le In helping to re-establish corflidence between the various 
racés In Turkey, and especially between Turks and Armenians, thet 
Europe has « role to play, and especially Ingland as the avowed 
friend and champion of Young Turkey. Let me make it clear that 
luropoan interference Ls not only umecessary but also would be 
reer unwélcone to the Young Ture who are manfully striving to put 
their om house in ordor. But they covet the moral support and 
the advice of Muropo.e And so I believe i would be possible for 
Lugland, without hurting any beody*s enour propre, to go sponsor 
for the Armenians. ‘The could on the one hand assure the Turk that 
she will contime in the future, as in the past, to defend the 
intogrity of the Ottoman domain by refusing to recognise the right 
of the Armenians to any voice and any privilege except through the 
chamels of their own, the Ottoman,parliament. And she could on 
the other hand assure the Armenians that, provided they do un- 
reservedly and loyally cast in their lot with their Moslem fellow 
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citizens, she will herself answer for the security of their lives 
and property and the sontimial exercise of their religious freedom 
with the privilege of instruction in their own language as well as 
in Turkish. ‘Thus it might be possible for the Young Rurice arxi the 
Armenians to plage in each other, on Englands assurances and advice 
that confidence which they lack in sach other without such assurance. 
Then would the glorious dream of the Young Turke be within the realm 
of the possible, and neither the blood shed by the Armenian to pre- 
serve his nationality and his cluroeh, nor the blood shed by the 
Turk to preserve the integrity of the Ottoman lmpire would have been 
ahead in vain. And Britain would have once more proved herself 
Turkey's true friend and worthy of the cries of "Ya-shasoon ingiltere .* 
which accompanied the rejoicings of a year ago.

My dear Dr.Daniels:- 

I thank you heartily for yours of June 29. I expect 
to send the boys in September. Robert took his 3.A.at 
Rob2rt College. Two days before graduation he had a nafre 
row escape. With two College mates and a tutor--Mr.Ward-- 
he was crossing the Bosphorus to attend a reception at 
the Girls’College.The boat was upset by a great wave.Mr. 
Ward was able to swim a little,so that ,with the aid of 
the upturned boat,he had a fair chance of keeping up 
until help should arrive. Robert is a fine swimmer,and 
was able not only to keep himself up but also to afford 
the two non-swimmers such aid that they affirm that they 
owe their lives to him. They were in a very swift current 
and spent about 15 minutes struggling in the water. I am 
devoutly thankful for Robert’s ability to swim,and for 
his presence with the others on that occasion. They re- 
turned to Hissar,changed their clothing,and arrivyd in 
time for the reception. Robert had another adventure 
this spring. He is an enthusiasthe naturalist and had 
wandered out of bounds for the gereess of observing birds 
through his opera-glass.Two Turks attempted to rob him. 
In the struggle he got a severe blow on gt head with a 
club,but he succeeded in giving more than he got,for he 
put them both to flight,and he was glad to run away at 
the same time. From a safe distance he turned his glass 
upon the Turks,which made them very angry. 

Our past school year was a great success. All our 
teahhers agree that our graduating class of 18 was the 
most satisfactory ever graduated. Progress is evident in 
all departments. The moral and religious tone of the 
school is such as to keep our hearts warm. Of course we 
have some bad boys,4 of whom we had to expel,but the 
great majority are good. Having no school hall, we have 
been compelled to adopt the separate class-room system. 
The first period every morning is devoted to prayers and 
Bible lesson--each teacher with his own class. I have 
the seniors. I am frequently compelled to be absent,and 
On such occasions the boys have prayers by themselves. 

| The income of the school from fees for board and 
tuition amounted to a trifle over 1,800 Turkish liras. 
This was sufficient to cover every expense, including 
board, servants’ wages,teachers’salaries, taxes, repairs ,in- 
surance of buildings ,etc.,etc. Thue JI have closed the 
school year without debt, have had ten free boarders and 
five day-pupils,and all withoug a cent of aid from any 
quarter. The Board’s appropriation I have applied to the 


reduction of the dept on the puildi 
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Has the Board any other school of this grade which is 
self-supporting? 

We have raised the charge for board and tuition 
from 15 liras to 16. We have also added two teachers to 
our staff. 
young men of the Armenian nation. He is a teacher of the 
highest rank,a graduate of Robert College,and a native 
of Bardezag. The other is a specialist in drawing and 
hadd-writing. These two salaries will add 120 liras to 
our expense budget for the year. 

I quote portions of an interesting editorial,whtch 
appeared in one of the Armenian Reviews;-Our daily ore 
have described the closing exercisesof the Bardezag High 
School.This model educational institution had this year 
10 graduates....Those who have had the pleasure of a vi- 
sit to Bardezag and who have examined closely into the 
condition of the High School invariably speak with sin- 
cere satisfaction of<perfect ability of 
the teachers ,the soundness of the instruction,and of the 
attention paid to the pupils. Important tiprovements 
have been decided upon for next year and able teachers 
have been added to the staff,so that1900-1901 promises 
to bee even more fruitful than any of its predecessors’. 


How heart-rending is’ the news from China! Is it a 
fact that Craig and the Miss Newton who was with us in 
our tours sometimes were in Pekin at the time of the 
Massacre? The Great Powers have been go! DE too fast, 
and now the missionaries and native Christians are call- 
ed upon literally ‘to die with Christ".*Father, forgive 
the poor Chinese fanatics;they know not what they do."

Has any one written you about the popularity in 
Armenian circles of the Vlanga pastor,Rev.Arakel Bedi- 
gian? He is a charming writer. During Lent he furnish- 
ed a sermon each Saturday for the columns of the leading 
Armenian daily newspaper in Constantinople,and still 
continues to send religbous articles. So popular did the 
articles soon become that the Saturday edition of the pa- 
per had to be largely increased. Mr.Bedigian writes o- 
ver the nom de plume ‘Keesag*--comet. <A leading arch- 
bishop was so enamored of the articles that he wrote the 
editor,*Who is this Keesag?If he is a layman,send him to 
me that I may ordain him ere tise already a priest,let 

f he is a vartabed or bishop, 
we must give him the highest offzce in our power.* 
Even the newspaper bards are exercising their wits in 
praise of "Keesag". When it becomes generally known 
that the writer of the articles is reéac- 
tion may set in;but the experiment has shown that there 
is among the people a hunger and thrist after religious 
inst ruotion.

It seems 
to me that Christianity is growing stronger and more 
reasonable every day,and that her triumph is app eoaontie 

Indications point to disturbances here and there in 
this country this fall. I do hope the Semi-Jubilee may 
pass over without disturbance. Extraordinary precauti- 
ons are being taken. We sent one of our teachers to 
Constantinople the other day,who,besides his other busi- 
ness,would make some purchases for the school. After 
much solemn deliberation the officials,who really wished 


to accommodate us,prepared a document stating that tho’ 


not a merchant yet he might be so classed because he had 
a@ year’s purchasing to do for the school. So he was 
permitted to go. None but ke "honorable" merchants © 
are permitted to travel in the direction of the Capital, 
and even they have to spend days and liras to obtain 
permission.

In reference to the contents of this letter, I know that you will 
recognize how essential a trained nurse is to our hospital work. Not 
alone on account of the critical attitude of the Government, but 
especially from a consideration of the comfort and safety of the 
patients; so long as good native assistants are not available for 
superintending the operating room and aiding in the after treatment 
of patiehts,a foreign physician cannot undertake very much of the 


surgical work which he feels himself called to perform, without the 
aid of a foreign nurse.

responsibility. Especially is she essential for superintending ané 
essisting in, the operating rocm. She can also be of creat service 
in training native girls for muirses. Occasionally it will he possible 
for the nurse to accompany me on cut-station tours as ‘‘iss Stucky 
is planning to do next spring. “ith her help I can do minor operations 
eves whore no other trained assistants are to he found, and thus ¥o/ 
relicve much sufferin,; for these who could not afford to make a lone 
journey to a nospital, 

Believing that if Wiss Cole, with her knowledge of the language 
and her expsrience with Dr. Deda, or some other wall trained mrse 
shall come to sivas, she wili find a place of much usefulness, we 
carnestly request you to woigh this watter and meke us an early reply.

In June of last year, Consul Jewett being transferred to 
Trebizond, the American Government instructed him that if there 
were no other suitable person to take cherge of the Consulate 
here, he should put it into the custody of the missionaries. 
Consul Jewett asked me if I would be willing to take charge 
of it and with the approval of the other missionaries of the 
station, I did so. We all expected, at that time, that a 
Consul would arrive soon. At one time, one was appointed to 
Sivas and sent out, but he was transferred, while on the way, 
to another Consuler post. 

After I hed had charge of the office three months, in sending 
the quarterly accounts, I put in a claim foe the Cogsulear salary. 
The Auditor, in ecknowledging the account, said thet this item 
could not be paid, as I hed not deposited a bond as Vice Consul. 
When we sent our accounts egeain, three momths later, I put in 


*"Compensation’’,.equal to the 
& Slaim for, Consular Salary, but this wes rejected on the same ground, 


When Consul Jewett returned from América this spring, I wrote 
him regarding the matter and he replied saying that just as he 


was leaving Washington, the Chééf of the Consular Bureau had asked 
him what was the objection to appointing me Vice Consul, and

Consul Jewett said that, if the American Board did not object, 

he should think I would better try to secure the appointment. 
While at our Annual Meeting in Constantinople, just past, 

I took occasion to bring this question before the Mission, 

as I was advised to,do by our Station. A committee consisting of 

Mr. Peet and Dr. Herrick, was appointed to consider it, and they 

brought in the following report:''Resolved that, while we do 

not generally favor the acceptance by missionaries of Consular 

positions, we apppove the proposition from Sivas that Dr. Clark 

accept the appointment of Nice Consul at that provincial centre 

in prder to hold in permanence that Consular post, in the ex- 

pectation that the U. 8. Government will locate there an American 

Consul as it has done since 18773! This report wae adopted. 

Since the ne® Consular regulations have come into force, it 
seems improbable that a Consul will stay at Sivas for many years 
at a time, so that there will occasionally be times when we will 
have no American to represent our Government except as one of the 
missionaries does so. 

As to the labor required, I would say that when there is a 
Consul, a Vice Consul has no duties, while in the absence of the 
Consul, he has all of these duties. There is, of course, an ia 
terpreter who can write the letters and do nearly all of the cler- 
ical work; so that in an interior place like Sivas, a Vice Consul 
does not ordinarilJy have to devote very much time to Consular 
work. 

As to compensation for services, while while the Consul is 
at his post, a Vice Consul receives no salary. In case of his 


absence, he receives one- half the Consular salary for the first

Sirs: 

Three years ago when I arrived in Sivas, with the approval of the 
StagZion,I started hospital work in a little house im this city. My 
home church in W. Brattleboro, Vt.,had given about $115 for our Med- 

ical work end with this I purchsesed four bedsteads and fitted them up/ 
During the year we got together a few other things which seemed to be 
the most essential for beginning the care of patients who might come 
to us at the start. The following year the Station offered us part 
of one of the Mission houses for the work,and now after three years 
we have taken the whole house. This year too you sent Wiss Cole to 
assist in the work. We have fixed up the little hospital until now 

it has, I believe, an exceptionally good outfit for its size. For 
example, in the operating room, we have a sterilizer made here on the 
autoclave plan so that with steam pressure of two atmospheres it pre- 
pares the dressings thoroughly in twenty minutes,the bedsteaae Soke 
of which were purchased with money which Miss Stucky obteined from 
friends in Switzerland, while she was our nurse,are g¢x¢¢ptidridT1y 
strong and well fitted for hospital/ppffk use. We have two native 
young women,both graduates of our Girls' School, of whom one -hed 

two years experience in the Marsoven Hospital, end the other,after 
ereaduating here,took one year of study in the Marsovan Girls’ School. 


They are efficient and interested in their work and are beeoming 


good nurses. We have a fair supply of instruments for a beginning 


so thet we accept any ordinary operation. The drug room is in good 
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working shape end we heve ea young man from one of the city phermacies 
who does the dispensing very acceptably. This year, besides the Ar- 
menians, who until now have been almost exclusively our peppshts 
clients, the Turks have begun to come in considerable numbers. Con- 
sidering these things our prospect for the future is very hopeful. 
However, our financial outlook seems to me e rether serious 
one. For the last two years, by accepting almost exclusively those 
petients who were able to pay, or for whom some provision was made 
to pay,the regular charges for care, operations, and treatment; by 
ourselves living with the hospital so thet we peid a part of the rent, 
used the same kitchen, and part of the wages of the 
cook and a part of the wages of the other servents; and by exercising 
strict economy, we have managed to come out barely even et the end 
of the year. This of course left us nothing with, to buy supplies for 
the coming year and we advanced the money personally for this purpose. 
This year, however, it did not seem advisable that we should 
live in the house with the hospital longer on account of the crowded 
conditions and inconveniences, as well as frictions which were constant- 
ly arising. Thus,the hospital has had to buy a new outfit for the 
kitchen including ea kitchen stove, put in wood and other supplies for — 
running a separate kitchen, hire & separate cook etc., and will heave 
to pay $118 where in the past it has paid 66 for rent of the mis¢- 
sion building. 
In the past there has been a little money here for needy 
persons on which we could rely to essist those who could pay little 
or nothing for their care. However, there is only about 710 of this 
left and we have no other money even promised. This year,on account 
of the shortness of the grain crop, people are exceptionally poor 


and seem unable to pay even as well as they have in the past. Thus 
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we have been refusing a great many patients who need the best of care 


simply on eccount of their poverty, and whereas we have room in the 
hospital for fourteen , there are at present only four patients,and 
these are paying only a small part of the expense being incurred for 
them. This seems to us in many wags a poor kind of economy, but, of 
course, should we take in the poor people, it would cost us still more 
for their food andg@ would put us into still worse financial condition. 
- Within three days distance, there is no other hospital with 
decent facilities for surgical work and this is often done by the na- 
tive physicians in the houses under very unfavorable conditions. Of 
course, as yet we have not gotten a reputation with those who can pay 
good prices for our services and would thus help to support the work, 
and they often go to some other hospital.at some distance from Sivas, 
But the poor are always with us and I believe there is no better wey 
of showing the spirit of Jesus Christ to Turks as well as to the peo- 
ple of this country who are nominally Christian than by helping the 
poor. Moreover if the poor come it is certain that with our facilities 


for hospital treatment and cere, we will soon draw the rich. 


We know that people in Americe are ready to give to hospi- 
tals if the need is brought before then. Personally I have almost 

no one Ww... could lay the work. The churches which pay my salary 
have never written me a letter with the exception of a personal note 
from one lady,during the two years in which I have been connected with 
them. Miss Cole and Miss Stucky are hoping to be able to raise ‘some 
money among their friends, but I believe that we should have some def- 
inite backing if we are to continue our hospital work. Now L-#ish to 
ask if it would not be possible to find a church in America which 


would feel itself,at least in a measure,responsible for the support 


of this work, We need$fOO or $400 a year from outside, more than we

Dear Dr. Barton: 


Your good letter of Sept. 8 was received some time ego and it 
is only because my work has been keeping me busy that I heve not 
answered it before. I am writingivespecially this morning to say that 
Miss Cole has been sick all this week with pneumonia. The crisis 
came this morning and though she is very weak, we hope that now she 
will get along all right. Miss Cole had been working pretty hard 
this fall and for a week or two had not been feeling very well. 
Thursday or Friday she seems to have caught cold and Sunday was not 
able to leave her bed and had some fever. Wethought, at first, that 
it was an attack of influenza, but the signs of pneumonia were soon 
evident. She has suffered a good deal all the week, but this morning 
with a normal temperature and less pain she is able to sleep and seems 
much more comfortable. We all feel much relieved. 


In your letter, you spoke of our medical meeting at Aintab. 


It was a very enjoyable gathering and I believe was of much value to 
us all, especially the younger members, 

We are all very glad to have Mr. and Mrs. Partridge back with 
the children. Our circle is so small that the absence of two makes 
& great gap, 

Although we hear much of the new regifne, I think that here 
in Sivas the changes have not been quite so striking as in many other 
places.

we have all been trying to impress on those in authority 
our need of a Consul here at Sivas, and we beg you to again apply to the 
State Department in our behalf, specially in view of the recent troubles 
in the Southern Mission, and the humiliating position in which our Gov- 
ermment found itself at that time, it seems to us that we should have 
strong ground in our appeal for representatives of our Governmant to be 
located at central places in this land. 

If the Government will consider that between Harput and Constantino- 
ple east and west, or between Trebizond and Mersin, north and south there 
are located no representatives of the American Government, and that in 
the Sivas Consular District there are at least fifty eight American 
citizens residing and alarge amount of American properfvy, located as well 
as other important American interests, it seems to us that they must 
recognize that our claim to protection is just as valid as that of a 
few tobacco dealers and other merchants along the coast, 

Consul Masterson of Harput informs us that we here in Sivas are not 
in his District and advises us, as the Sivas Consulate has not been 
nominally abolished, to apply vigorously for a Consul to be located here, 
Mr. Partridge has written the State Department from our side, and also 
forwarded a copy of this letter to Consul Jewett who is now in America, 


Would it not be well if you should also write Consul ‘Jewett regarding the 
matter,

Your good letter of Nov. 5 is at hand. I hope that before long 
I may become better acquainted with the writer. Doubtless you are very 
busy now that Dr. Barton is away. It is good to see the new enthusiasm 
which is evident everywhere. We are all very thankful for the pay- 
ment of the Board's debt and of the debts of the other allied associa- 
tions, as well as the practical settlement of the obligations of our 
Station. It all gives us new courage and hope. We are looking for- 
ward eagerly to initiating Mr. Riggs and we hope his wife into the work 
Sf I am sending today through the Committee ad Interim an applica- 


tion for our furlough to begin this coming summer, also a request for 


a grant of ¢ 100 liras Turkish ($44@.00) to assist the Station in 
this Department during our absence, (the Medicat Department). I will 
write what I have to say regarding these requests in my other letter. 
‘We are sorry that the requests are so late, but I assure you that they 
are being made after very careful thought. Thinking that the other 

w | letter may possibly be a little delayed in Constantinople abd bette 

C | anxious for an early reply, may I summarize a little here the reasons 

: and considerations which prompt these requests. We had of course 

\ | been planning with reference to a furlough begining in 1911. How- 

ever when the letter from Dr. Barton regarding the new decision of 


the Prudential Committee on furloughs arrived, we decided that 
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2. 
as the Medical work is now in good running order so that it can be 
left witz the expectation that it will not get into any serious 
difficulty; as at the same time the Work is developing so that each 
year hereafter will probably make it harder for us to leave; tthile 
at the same time we hope that each year after our return will count 
for more than a year, before; as the work will probably be larger and 
I will probably be better prepared for it; as I hope to spend most of 
my time in America in study, so that the sooner I get at it the easier 
it will be for me; and as at present there is a physician now in Sivas 
who is able andwilling to take charge of the work and in whom the 
Station has great confidence, while another year to say the least 

under the circumstances, 
this part of the situation may be changed;,so far as the Station is 
concerned, this is a favorable time for us to leave. Mr. Partridge has 
written also regarding the question. The fact that Mir. Perry is 
still with us and that Mr. Riggs is expected this summer might be addi- 
tional considerations. 

Bearing in mind the difficulty which the Board finds in meet~- 
ing its regular expenses and understanding that the change in the 
period of service on the field between furloughs will necessarily 
increase these expenses, we have been 7¢agffi loth to ask any special 
grant. We feel however that the reasons are such as to justify the 
request. They are as follows: First, lliss Cole is on the field ready 


and anxious for work: without a physician, her usefulness as a nurse 


would be practically cut off for the time; second, for the sake of 


_) the Missionaries, and the schools,as well as for the people all around 
| us in need of medical and surgical care, we feel that the services of 
& regular physician and the continuance of the hospital are very 

greatly needed; third, we can obtain the services of a good physician 


for this work for what seems to us a very reasonable amount, $440. 


> 


With regard to the physician in question, I would say that when 
it seemed probable that I would go home this summer, knowing that Dr. 
Kerakeen Sewney would be able to take charge of the work temporarily 
and that he #s greatly interested int, we consulted him and found that 
he would take charge of it as I have indicated. I may say that Dr. 
Sewney is a graduate of an American Medical school, was house physician 
in the Eye and Bar Hospital, Brooklysa, and practiced medicine for a 
considerable time in America. He is one of the best known physi- 
cians in the country. I am sure that Dr. Barton would know of hin,if 
he has not a personal acquaintance with him. For a good many years he 
was regularly employed as the missionarjes physicdan here and the mission- 
aries have always employed him when they had no fjggi/ foreign mission- 

physiciay. Dr. Sewney is a man of about sixty years and was a pupil 

of Dr. West many _ ago. He has always been very kind and helpful 
to me in my work here. | 

Since beginning my letter, it has been decided that Mr. Partridge 
shall write the official letter with regard toh grant for Dr. Sewney, 
sending it through the Committee ad Interim at Constantinople, so that 
you will get the view point and idea of more than one member of our p 
Station. I would only add that Miss Cole is very anxious to have Dr. 
Sewney for the work this year and we believe that she will be able 
with his help to carry on the hospital efficiently in our absence. 


She has the real missionary spirit and is not willing to do less than 


she can do,the coming year.

My dear Dr. Patton: 
Since my return to Turkey, now almost two years ago, I 


have more than once planned to write to you. I remember that ac- 


cording to what you said to me before I left, that you hoped I would 
be the means of peace here, or at least lend my influence in that 
direction, 
As you know Dr, Posts' resignation was on the board for 
a long time, but that really did not affect my relations with the 
Station in the least, I could look*on as an outsider, feeling grate- 
ful that I was safely off and nothing to cause a difference about. 
When I left America I must confess that I felt very bitter 
towards the Station; indeed I told the Dodds that Dr, Patton had 
asked that of me which I was quite sure I could not do! However on 
my way here I stopped in England for the Keswick Convention. There 
I had a rich and very beautiful experience, an experience that 
enabled me to come back here with the bitterness all gone from me, 
Then when I arrived the Station were very nice and friendly with 
un ., indeed my coming which I had s0 much dreaded was a real pleasure. 
Since my arrival here I have never had a word with a 
single member of the Station. I am well aware that that is a broad 
statement in the face of the resignations of Dr's Dodd and Post, 
It is not my purpose to enter into any discussion regarding the 
present action of the two physicians here, that you will hear 
from other sources, I only wanted to say that at the beginning of 
this preeent work year, that is September first, the Station for 


> 


several years had not been so uniformly peaceful and friendly. 

There is not in this last matter any personalities, of course little 
things there must be, but of any marked personal unpleasantness 
there is not. I have really and honestly tried to iive at peace 
with them and I have not a word of complaint to make regarding 
their treatment of me, 


The reason of the resignations you will see, I do not 

care to enter into that, except I want to say that here in the 
Hospital we are seven in number, seven adults, and we stand as a 
unit, in the whole seven of us there is not one dissenting voice. 
Meantime in spite of outside disturbances we are all busy, I en- 
close a circular letter which Dr, Dodd asked me to enclose in my 
letter to you. Dr. Dodd is at the present time off on a six 
weeks medical and evancelistic tour, 

You will see by the enclosed letter that we expect to 
enlarge. The Armenians of Cesarea will help us, and we feel quite 
confident of being able to begin in there in the near future. We 

have also established a training school for nurses, and in con- 
junction with my associate Miss North, I am translating a Text Book 
of Nursing. We have already received several applications, Our 


ultimate purpose is that of training nurse Bible women. A Bible 


woman in the Smyrna field has applied for a course here, she wishes 
to be more useful in her work as a Bible women. It seems to be 
‘an almost ideal combination - a native nurse Bible woman.
